The Federal Fish and Wildlife 
Service has given first priority to 
Mingo Refuge. The Mingo migra- 
tory bird refuge, known in years 
gone by as Mingo Swamp, is near 
Puxico, in Stoddard county, Mis- 
souri. 

Acquisition of the land, some 
22,000 acres, has almost been com- 
pleted. Only a few parcels remain 
to be acquired by settlement or 
through action of the Federal 
Court, and then completion of the 
establishment of the refuge will 
move along speedily. R. M. Abney, 
Federal Wildlife refuge manager at 
Mingo, states that efforts are al- 
ready being made to attract the 
wild geese by the use of 32 Cana- 
dian honkers, with wings pinioned, 
which are being used as live de- 
coys to bring the geese down in 
their migration flight. 

After all land has been acquired, 
a dike will be built and the saucer- 
like depression will fill up and 
Mingo will be restored to its orig- | 
inal state as it was nearly 50 | 
years ago. The refuge is in Wayne 
and Stoddard counties and the 
water areas will be in approxi- 
mately one mile of Puxico and will 
extend to about one mile from the 
town of Old Wappapello. Stanley 
creek, Lick creek, McGee creck, 
Mingo creek, Kentucky slough, 
and possibly some overflow from 
the St. Francis river will furnish 
the water supply. The dike will 
be constructed to prevent fluctua- 
tion of water level in the lake 
proper.

And the longer I Coached 
and as football changed into a 
game that became more and more 
complex, I became increasingly 
sympathetic to the burden of re- 
sponsibility borne by my signal- 
caller. 

Tougher Now Than Formerly. 

In my opinion the quarterback 
of today has a much more diffi- 
cult task than the field general 
of 20 years ago. In those days the 
offense usually worked from an 
orthodox formation and the de- 
fense set itself into a seven-man 
line with its secondary either in 
a diamond-shaped or box-like for- 
mation. All Little Napoleon had 
.to do was probe to find a weak 
spot and then keep pounding away 
at it. 

Now, however, he has a much 
more complicated job, for defenses 
shift constantly all the way from 
four to eight-man lines, and those 
lines under-shift or over-shift or 
go through many other disconcert- 
ing maneuvers designed to baffle 
the offense and, of course, the 
quarterback. ;

When a coach has a boy of the 
above qualities, he teaches a few 
fundamental rules, the first of 
which is when to punt. The three- 
column diagram of football strat- 
egy shown above on this sports 
page covers the situation. It’s an 
elastic rule, naturally, depending 
on the coach's fancy, the ability of 
a team to control the ball, its 
ability to stop the opposition, the 
score of a game, time to play, etc. 

A quarterback must learn when 
not to pass. Throwing is danger- 
ous when a team is deep in its 
own territory early in a game in 
which the score is even, when a 
team is ahead late in the game 
and when that team is near its 
opponents’ goal on the strength 
of a running attack that is rolling 
along. 

The professionals, more highly 


polished in their play and delib- 
erately playing a spectacular 
brand of football, pass often from 
behind their own goal-line. And 
a daring and cool quarterback 
like Notre Dame's Bob Williams, 
directing an outstanding team 
that can prevail over mistakes 
which backfire, even can pass on 
fourth down from his own 19-yard 
line, as the Irish signal-caller did 
successfully in the first quarter 
last Saturday against North Caro- 
lina. But here we're talking about 
a rule for the average team run 
by the average quarterback. 
Playing “to the Score.” 
Getting back to the quarterback, 
and again generally speaking, he 
should “play to the score,” as We 
call it. That means the score and 
the time to play should have a 


direct bearing on his choice of 
plays and whether he’ll be bold or 
cautious., In the present high- 
scoring era a tauchdown lead 
doesn’t have the same security it 
once had. But a team ahead still 
needs to take far fewer risks than 
one that is behind. 

Please remember that field tac- 
tics are standardized only to a 
certain extent and that coaches 
have ,different opinions on the 
subject, usually supplying quar- 
terbacks with varying versions of

Any Moment, Superintend- 
ent Testifies. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 16 
(UP)—Threat of a breakdown in 
the institution’s laundry may. 


place the St. Louis state hospital 
“in a very critical situation at 
any moment,” “Dr. Louis H. Koh- 
ler, superintendent, told the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee 
yesterday. 

Dr. Kohler said a breakdown in 
laundry facilities was the second 
greatest catastrophe which would 
affect a hospital. Light, heat and 
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power failures would be the only 
thing more serious, he said. 

The laundry handles 335,000 
pounds monthly, Dr. Kohler told 
the committee. He said the equip- 
ment was dangerous and costly 


to operate and more than 25 years | 


old. 


“T doubt that any commercial 
laundry could handle 335,000 
pounds in addition to its regular 
business,’ Dr. Kohler siid. 


He appeared before the commit- 
tee in support of postwar fund ap- 
propriations for the St. Louis hos- 
pital. The House approved $400,- 
000 for a new laundry, $120,000 
for doctors’ housing and $400,000 
for repairs and replacements. 

Dr. Kohler said the hospital was 
in desperate need of twice that 
amount for housing and “acutely 
needs” at least $564,000 to repair 
and replace worn out equipment.

Smoking Data Scientific? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

There is perhaps some obscure rea- 
son for the publication of balderdash, 
but I can see no reason that it should 
be titled “scientific.” Reference is made 
to a letter to the editor on Nov. 5, la- 
beled “Scientific Data on Smoking.” 

This letter cites the fact that smok- 
ers live a shorter time than non-smok- 
ers. From this it is inferred that smok- 
ing per se killed the smokers. The let- 

} ter quotes such statements as “the heavy 
smoker pays with 34.6 minutes of. life 
for every cigarette he smokes.” 

Scientific data is derived by accurate 
and controlled observations of the vari- 
able in question. By controlling we 
mean that the factor being studied is 

_ systematically varied (or observations 
of such variation is made) and the other 
factors are held constant (are at least 
measured and evaluated). 

If we measured shoe size against 
learning capacity without controlling 
age (taking age into account) we would 
find a direct relation between shoe size 

, and learning capacity. This would be 
true not because shoe size per se in- 
creases learning capacity but because 
a@s one grows older both one’s learning 
capacity and shoe size increase (within 
certain limits). 

We certainly should not conclude that 
because a person wears a big shoe he 
will learn more rapidly, but rather that 
@ person will both learn more rapidly 
and will wear bigger shoes as he ma- 
tures. eee 

By this analogy :one would similarly 
argue that it would be perhaps unwise 
to state that because smokers died 
younger than non-smokers’ smoking 
caused this early demise, but rather it 
is quite possible that the earlier death 
and the smoking are related commonly 
to another factor. 

I have not the foggiest notion wheth- 
er smoking results in a shortening of 
life expectancy. Sincé I smoke mod- 
erately-plus, I sincerely hope not. Nev- 
ertheless I feel] that the labeling of such 
relationships as scientific proof should 
be condemned for science’s sake.

The Current Is Saved 


It’s a great day for Missouri, for the proposal 
to dam the -beautiful Current river has been 
beaten. Big Spring will not be damaged, 
Round and Alley Springs will not be forever 
hidden under an artificial lake. Float fishing 
will go on. The Army Engineers have with- 
drawn their proposal to build two dams on the 
stream, by decision of their chief, Gen. Pick. 

The projects were canceled because, said Gen. 
Pick, there was a “preponderance of local senti- 
ment” against them. There was indeed—a pre- 
ponderance amounting to a groundswell, a state- 
wide indignation meeting. There has been a 
preponderance of local sentiment against dam- 
ming the Current since the Doniphan Hydro- 
electric Co. and the Current River Power Co. 
proposed dams there 17 years ago. 

The late Senator Hawes, for whom a Current 
river memorial has been proposed, fought it, 
as did the late Representative Cochran. The 
late Clark McAdams, then editor of the editorial 
page of the Post-Dispatch, wrote: 

One of the most beautiful of streams, and 
one unique for the great springs which sup- 
ply it, it has immensely greater potential 
values for recreation than it possibly can 
have for power. 

And Mr. McAdams spoke of the Current river 
country with an artist’s appreciation of the 
many facets of its beauty. 

There is (he wrote) hardly a bluff upon 
Current river which is not footed at the 
water’s edge with sume of the finest effects 
that water ever made. At one turn there is 
a cavern enriched by shrubs and moss, at 
another the bluff rests upon columns as 
beautifully spaced as if an architect had 
placed the 
Three years later, in 1935, the Army Engi- 

neers proposed to do what the two privately 
owned power companies had just been re- 
strained from doing, and held their first hear- 
ings on their two projected dams and reservoirs. 

The late Representative Cochran spoke out 
against it in Congress, and later Representative 
Karsten. At home, the Current river chapter of 
the Ozark Protective Association, headed by Guy 
R. Dixon of Bennett, D. L. Bales of Eminence 
and T. L. Wright of Doniphan, fought it tooth 
and nail. The Conservation Federation of Mis- 
souri and the Doniphan Junior Chamber of 
Commerce joined in opposition to the dams. 
State Geologist Edward L. Clark and Z. Lee 
Stokely, of Poplar Bluff, a leader of the South- 
east Missouri Sportsmen’s Association, de- 
nounced the projects. Sportsmen and conser- 
vationists attended the Army Engineers’ hear- 
ings on the scheme and left no room for doubt 
that they spoke for the majority of Missourians. 

Finally, Gov. Smith announced flat opposition 
to the plans and threatened that if the Army 
Engineers persisted in seeking to dam the Cur- 
rent he would carry the fight to Congress. 

Little more than a month after the most re- 
cent hearing, at Newport, Ark., which was 
swamped by opposition, including the Gover- 
nor’s warning, the Army Engineers have called 
off their 14-year-long effort to dam the Current. 

Congratulations are deserved all round by the 
men and the organizations that have worked so 
hard for so long to save the Current river in its 
natural beauty. May their efforts stand as due 
notice of the “preponderance of local senti- 
ment” for decades to come! 
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Two Questions 

Are there not many St. Louisans who could 
easily give to the Community Chest campaign, 
but who have thus far failed to make a 
contribution? 

Are there not many other St. Louisans who 
could easily give more than they have contrib- 
uted and in the light of their resources should 
do so?

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The Professionals Speak Up 

Much of the talk, pro and con, about the 
riverfront development has been the talk of 
amateurs. It has been a case of laymen criticiz- 
ing professional architects, those who drew the 
plan and those who judged it. 9 

Now, the professionals have spoken up. The 
20 members of the faculty of the Washington 
University School of Architecture have spoken 
with one voice through the mouth of their dean, 
Joseph D. Murphy. They have spoken up for 
the project as planned: 

As a memorial to a noble man and a great 
event, it will be one of the architectural 
masterpieces of the world. The arch of 
splendid proportions and heroic scale, rising 
from a beautiful park and mirrored in the 
broad river, will . . . appeal to the hearts 
and minds of men. The park, bringing color 
and shade and life and recreation into the 
heart of the city, is an asset of tremendous 
value for St. Louis. 

There is an excellent and sensitive inte- 
gration in Saarinen’s plan of the proposed 
arch and park with the river, the bridges, 
the old Cathedral. the old Courthouse and 
— existing structures and the plan of the 
city. 

That is the way the professional architects see 
it—and the way, we submit, for amateurs to see 


it, too. 
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For the Legislature to Correct 
So long as Missouri has a sales tax on the 
books, there will be strong arguments in favor 
of a use tax, too, especially in the border areas 
of the state. The 2 per cent levy on purchases 
is a very noticeable burden, and there is, there- 
fore, a strong temptation to avoid it. This can 


be done quite legally by buying things in other - 
So : 


states and having them sent to Missouri. 
there is an invitation to Missourians to step 
across the state line to do their shopping, par- 
ticularly if they intend to make purchases run- 
ning to more than nominal amounts. The result, 
of course, is a loss to Missouri dealers as well 
as to the State Treasury. 

The recognized device for plugging this loop- 
hole is the so-called use tax. Under it, a levy 
in the same amount as the sales tax is made on 
merchandise purchased outside the state for use 
in Missouri. Clearly, it is almost impossible to 
collect this tax on small items. Efforts to do so 
have been abandoned in New York and else- 
where. Missouri never tried to do so. But for 
the last two years, the state has collected a use 
tax on automobiles. The levy has been bringing 
in about $500,000 a year. 

Now, however, it has been declared unconsti- 
tutional by the State Supreme Court, and prop- 
erly so. The court found that the law was viti- 
ated by the exemption of vehicles seating 10 
or more passengers. Only the purchasers of 
busses are benefited by this exemption. And it 
is mnfair that they should escape a tax which is 
demanded of those who buy a family car or a 


farm truck in another state. But the Legisla- 
ture can correct this by re-adopting the law 
without the clause exempting busses. 

We freely concede that this is far from an 


ideal tax. But little more can be said in favor = ~*-'~; 


of the sales tax. And so long as the latter is 
retained, there ought to be a barrier against a 
major means of avoiding it. 
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Why Not the Air Safety Board? 


There is a chance for at least one good thing 
to emerge from the public hearing phase of the 
Civil Aeronautics Bureau inquiry into the air- 
liner-fighter collision that took 55 lives over 
Washington National Airport. That one good 
thing would be the recreating of the indepen- 
dent Air Safety Board which functioned so well 
during its brief life in 1939 and 1940. During 
the 17 months of its existence there were no 
fatalities on scheduled domestic airlines. 

As the hearing ended, David L. Behncke, 
president of the Air Line Pilots Association, 
which includes-97 per cent of commercial pilots 
and co-pilots, called for re-establishment of the 
independent Air Safety Board. He also charged 
in a statement that the procedure of investiga- 
tion into the crash was ‘“‘completely wrong.” 

Almost every year since the death of the old 
safety board ‘someone—generally the ALPA— 
has made this charge or ohne somewhat similar. 
Congressmen have introduced bills for resurrec- 
tion of the old board. Aviation writers and cole 
umnists have backed them, but all to no avail. 
So matters have remained the same with the 
CAB promulgating safety regulations, the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration seeking to enforce 
them, and both agencies in éffect investigating 
themselves whenever they hold hearings. 

Thus it is that Behncke can accuse the CAB 
and the CAA of being “in close liaison .. . to 
protect themselves and all federal agencies hav- 
ing to do with air safety, none of which is actu- 
ally and finally charged specifically with the 
single and independent duties and responsibility 
of seeing that the maximum degree of air safety 
is maintained at all times.” 

Had the independent Air Safety Board still 
been functioning it could well have asked the 
CAB some embarrassing questions about the 
Washington collision and 
curred after it. 

Harry B. Fleming, operat¥ins manager of the 
Atlantic division of Pan American World Air- 
ways, and John Graves of the Air Transport As- 
sociation, an organization of the major airlines, 
testified last March in New York, that faster 
planes and heavier traffic were making the 
chances of mid-air collision a real peril under 
the present system of control. Fleming said 
the number of close escapes indicated that bet- 
ter control had become a “matter of grave con- 
cern to the entire aviation industry.” After 
that, there were two collisions, one of them kill- 


’ ing 16 persons. 


On the record, it appears that the independent 
Air Safety Board should be resurrected as soon 
as possible and, furthermore, that the CAB 
should make a major effort to develop a better 


system of controlling air traffic.

Where Is the Opposition? 

Mystery stifrounds the Senate’s delay in rati- 
fying the UN convention against genocide. In 
an article reprinted on this page, the Catholic 
review, America, notes that neither the State 
Department nor the Senate has done anything 
about the convention, since a first outburst of 
enthusiasm. 

This delay is hard to explain. Genocide, which 
is the systematic destruction of peoples, is the 
worst of crimes. Hitler practiced it and Russia 
is now accused of it. No one in this country has 
ever had anything good to say’ of genocide it- 
self. Then where is the opposition to the UN 
convention? 

St. Louisans will remember that the American 
Bar Association, convening here last summer, 
opposed ratification while “abhorring” geno- 
cide. Some lawyers argued that the pact would 
allow intervention in domestic matters, such as 
lvuching. But lynching is not genocide, and the’ 
UN convention ‘states that ratification shall ac- 
cord with domestic law. 

Senator Dulles and Congressman Celler ex- 
pressed the same amazement over the bar's at- 
titudse that the America article now expresses: 
toward inaction in the Senate. There is simply 
no visible reason for delay. If this country will 
not ratify the convention, what hope is there 
for effective international law?

Systematic racial extermination will be an international crime after 
30 nations ratify proposed covenant; American committee helped 
win UN approval but its agents are apparently behind delay in the 
Senate; Jesuit organ wonders about “these strange proceedings.” 


From America, a Catholic Review of the Week 


Last December at Paris the UN General 
Assembly adopted the Convention on Geno- 
cide by the remarkable vote of 55 to 0. The 
Convention outlaws as an international 
crime the policy of deliberate, systematic 
extermination of racial and national groups 
which was invented by Hitler and is now 
practiced by the Soviets. 


The Convention will go into effect when 
20 nations ratify it. To date only Austra- 
lia, Iceland, Ethio- 
pia and Norway have 
done so. Although 
the United States 
delegation at Paris 
voted for the Con- 
vention, the Senate 
has taken no steps 
toward ratification. 

Those who know #4

at Paris on behalf of adoption are mysti- 
fied by their failure to get Senate action. 


James N. Rosenberg 


The story of the Paris struggle was told 
in the June issue of United Nations World 
by James N. Rosenberg, chairman of the 
Human Rights Committee of the National 


Conférence of Christians and Jews. United 


States leaders in religion, law, industry 
and labor formed a Genocide Committee 
in mid-1948. At Paris this committee ral- 
lied 166 organizations in 28 countries, rep- 
resenting 250,000,000 human beings, behind 


its demand that the Assembly adopt the“ 


Convention. \ 


Observed Mr. Rosenberg: “The voice of 
the civilized world was heard.” 


After the UN adopted the Convention, 
the same group, which had done so much 
to achieve it, set up as the United States 
Committee for a United Nations Genocide 
Convention. Its purpose, presumably, was 
to win early ratification by the Senate. 


Seldom has a more impressive list of 
leaders, Protestant, Catholic, Jewish, been 
marshalled on one letter-head. These lead- 
ers represent citizen groups whose com- 
bined vote should impress the most skepti- 


cal legislator. The mystery is that the 
committee Nas thus far failed to use its in- 
fluence. . 


Not everyone, of course, wants the Sen- 
ate to ratify the Conyention. The Soviets, 
for example, would be happy if wt never 
did. 

There are two charges of genocide pend- 
ing against Russia in the UN, one intro- 
duced by representatives of the three Bal- 
tic countries, the other bv the Greek Gov- 
ernment, which chargeS that Communist 
guerrillas have kidnaped more than 10,000 
Greek children. Vespasian Pela, Anna Pau- 
ker’s Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States and president of the International 
Penal Law Association, is reportedly op- 
posed to it. 

The question that will not down is this: 
Is the United States 
United Nations Genocide Convention really 
for the Convention or opposed to it? 


The State Department was reported to 
be ready to submit the Convention to 
the Senate early in 1949. Suddenly its plans 
were changed. When several Senators 
asked the Department to adhere to its 
original plan, they were told that the 
United States committee did not want the 
Convention brought before the Senate at 
that time. Was that action taken by the 
full. committee? If so, why? 

Nothing daunted, the Senators moved to 
have a subcommittee set up to study the 


Convention, conduct hearings and prepare 


a report for the full Foreign Relations 
Committee. The hearings would have 
helped educate the public and would have 
prepared the way for ratification early in 
January 1950. This plan was likewise 
quashed, reportedly by representatives of 
the United States committee. The post- 
ponement was even hailed as a triumph by 
a group of civil liberty organizations affil- 
iated with the committee.

Writing for Stage or Screen 
THE HUMAN NATURE .OF PLAYWRIGHTING, by 

Samson Raphaeison. (Macmillan, $4.) 

A textbook often makes informative, but 
dreadfully dull, reading. And when it’s 
admittedly a synthesis of edited steno- 
graphic transcriptions of a course of lec- 
tures or discussions, the reader is justified 
in feeling doubly suspicious. Samson 
Raphaelson’s book is both a text and a 
stenographic report, but at the same time 
one of the most warmly and humanly ex- 
citing bits of writing to show up in this 
field for a long time. 

Raphaelson, one of the more prosperous 
(and more gifted) providers of theater and 
screen plays, has a .delightful manner of 
making things clear. He took a semester 
off from his heavy earning activities to 
work with playwrights of the future: es- 
tablished playwrights, journalists, editors, 
or just plain citizens who wish to express 
themselves clearly and cogently. And he 
worked with them all during a spring 
term at the University of Illinois, his alma 
mater. The book is 
a condensed, edited 
transcript of his 
classroom adventure. 

He starts with the 
basic premise that 
the best and freest 
creative writing be- 
gins with personal 
experience. Whether 
you agree or not, he 
makes a firm and 
convincing case for 
it. For unless one 
feels a sympathy or 
direct involvement 
with one’s material 
the resultant writing 
is likely to be flat and vacuous. So you 
look into your autobiographical experience, 
select an event or an association or a re- 
lationship and go to work on it. Your 
development can be as imaginative and 
fanciful as your capacities permit, but the 
heart of the things is your own personal 
observation and reaction. 


Perhaps Mr. Raphaelson wraps his views 
up best when he says (to his class and now 
to his readers): “The greatest mistake I 
made when I was a young fellow ... was 
placing too much importance on the art of 
invention. The things I can think up, or 
she can think up, or you can think up! To 
hell with the things you can think up. The 
world is over-supplied with people who can 
think up things. But looking at yourself, 
looking at people, getting & viewpoint on

, them that clarifies them, gives them mean- 


ing, and expressing that viewpoint in a 
form—that is the highest of arts.” Thus, 


_ “‘ereativity begins with reporting. 


The same goes for thesis or propaganda 
writing. “If you start with people you feel 
and know vivid'y, try to put them down, 
and gradually seek a focus on them,” he 
writes, “what you really think will creep 
out. You will find, with amazement some- 
times, where your true emphasis is.”- 

Throughout, the book has a charming in- 
formality, the style is unpretentious—a 
blessing in a text—and when you put it 
down, you feel you've learned an awful lot 
about the business of writing.

HERE’S a sort of mental aber- 

ration that seems to afflict 

canasta players, at least while 
they are in the inexperienced 
stage (as are most players dufing 
the period when a game is so 
new). 

The point in question is one go 
simple that it hardly seems to 
merit comment; and it wouldn’t if 
it did not happen so often, The 
beginner especially would do well 
to fix it in mind. 

Suppose you are dealt this hand, 
at the start of the game when you 
need only 50 for your initial meld: 


28 

Time and again, the holder of 
such a hand, having decided to 
make the initial meld at some sac- 
rifice of cards, will put down the 
deuce and pair of jacks as one 
meld, and the three nines as 
another. 

Maybe this grouping even oc- 
curred to you as you looked at the 
hand. 

Yet a moment’s study shows you 
that the initial meld should be the 
deuce and the three nines, worth 
a satisfactory 50 points, and en- 
tailing the expenditure of only 
four cards as against six. 

Perhaps it is the normal method 
of arranging the cards in one’s 
hand that gives players a blind 
spot in this case. 

A more difficult question - 
should you make the initial meld 
at all, or wait?—is beside the 
point. It is very often correct to 
meld fast if only four cards must 
be surrendered in doing so. This 
may be one of the cases. To ex-. 
pend six cards—that is advisable 
much less often. 

Question: We play that red 
threes count against a side that 
has not completed a canasta. What 
is your opinion of this rule? 

Answer: All published rules say 
that red threes count against you 
only if your side has made no meld 
whatever. This rule seems harsh 
enough as it is. However, games 
are played the way people like to 
play them; frequently a widely 
popular “local .option” will. in 
time, become part of the official 
rules.

Lewis Strik 


His Tactics Arouse 
Nation—Congress, 
Press Denounce 
Him'— Victory Fi- 
nally Won but at 
Great Cost.

Following is the tenth install- 
ment from the book, “John L. 
Lewis,” published by G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons and copyright by the 
author, Saul D. Alinsky. 


Jee L. LEWIS was alone. It 


was a hurt, bitter and defiant 

man who faced the year of 1943. 

He had built the great power of 
the CIO and it had turned its full 
strength against him. He had 
built. up his best friend, Philip 
Murray, to the leadership of the 
CIO and Murray had turned on 
him. He had built up President 
Roosevelt as “the great friend of 
labor” and now Roosevelt was his 
enemy. 

The Congress of the United 
States was in full cry after Lewis 
as “a national menace.” The lib- 
erals and the left-wingers regard- 
ed the name of Lewis as ana- 
thema. 

Lewis had only the people to 
turn to and in 1943 the people 
turned against him. 

Overseas, American armed 
forces were successfully advanc- 
ing upon the enemy, but*at home 
American workers were in steady 
retreat before the ceaseless ad- 
vance of the cost of living. 

Prices were soaring away, but 
wages were tied down by the 
“Little Steel Formula,” or, as 
labor leaders called it, the “Little 
Steel Straightjacket.” 

This economic trap, while man- 
gling most of labor, was almost 
killing the coal miners. Most of 
the miners’ purchases were made 
in company stores where the 
prices were even higher than the 
high prices everywhere else. 

Since 1942, labor had _ been 
pledged to a no-strike policy for 
the duration of the war, Shorn 
of its major weapon and with its 
plight becoming daily worse, labor 
wondered what, if anything, could 
be done to rip aside this suffocat- 
ing ceiling. 

Lewis pondered, A strike in the 
midst of a war was unthinkable 
and there was always the fatal 
question’ whether the miners 
would follow him in such a dan- 
gerous venture. He remembered 
that coal miners in 1863, exploited 
and unorganized, had struck in 
the middle of the Civil War and 
had stuck to their guns. 

Suddenly, the miners gave him 
his answer. Two weeks after the 
new year had begun, thousands of 
Pennsvivania anthracite miners 
walked out of the pits on a spon- 
taneous strike. It was clear that 
they had reached the breaking 
point of a frustration and disgust 
with the wide disparity between 
their wages and the high cost of 
living. The strike spread, lasted 
eight days and was quelled. 

Lewis had seen the leaderless 
miners deliberately flout the Na- 
tional War Labor Board and even 
stall two days on a direct threat- 
ening order by President Roose- 
velt before returning the work. 

He had learned what he wanted 
to know—that the miners would 
strike, war or no war. 

EWIS realized that a carefully 
s planned strike with his per- 

sonal leadership to give it full 
discipline could succeed against 
the President and the war climate. 

On Jan. 30 the miners went 
blind with rage when the Office 
of Price Administration granted 
an increase in the price of coal be- 
cause operators had complained of 
high production costs. Lewis was 
certain now how his miners would 
react. 

In February, Lewis made his de- 
mands—a $2 a day increase in 
wages and portal-to-portal pay. 

“When the mine workers’ chil- 
dren cry for bread, they cannot 
be satisfied with a Little Steel 
formula,” Lewis told the amazed 
operators. 

They rejected his proposals. 
When they did, Lewis stated flatly 
that he was prepared to strike un- 
less he got a satisfactory wage 
agreement for his miners. 

At first his threat was regarded 
as just belligerent talk, but the 
coal operators knew Lewis too 
well to think that he was making 
the threat lightly. 

However, all forces, Were ar- 
rayed against Lewis. The coal op- 
erators, for the first time in years, 
believed their position was invul- 
nerable, If Lewis struck, they said, 
it would mean his end; no labor 
leader, not even John L. Lewis, 
could lead a wartime strike in 
vital coal and survive. 

President Roosevelt was Lewis's 
deadly enemy and he was pre- 
pared to invoke his wartime exec- 
utive powers. The National War 
Labor Board members, all pup- 
pets of Roosevelt, were definite- 
ly hostile to Lewis and were will- 
ing to do all in their power to 
crush him. Leaders of the CIO 
and AFL whined for puny bet- 
terments, but would not support 
Lewis in a strike. Public wrath 
was a thing to be reckoned. 

The strategy seemed simple: the 
coal operators, advised by Roose- 
velt, would stall negotiations and 
force the issue to be heard and 
decided by the War Labor Board. 
If Lewis ignored their findings

and orders, Roosevelt himself 
would step in and act. 

Lewis was aware of all] this. He 
knew that in the face of all these 
circumstances he could not win a 
long strike, so his own strategy 
developed: he would general a s8e- 
ries of “hit-and-run” strikes and 
divide and conquer his opposition. 

Lewis’s great friend through the 
turbulent months that followed, 
and the man who did most to 
bring peace to the coal fields, was 
Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes. 

Over a period of eight and a 
half months there were four ma- 
jor work stoppages interspersed 
with armed truces. In the end, 
Lewis won, but at great cost. 

The press printed reams about 
Lewis’s “arrogance” and his at- 
tempts to bargain as if there were 
no war, no War Labor Board, no 
anything. No one credited Lewis 
with striving to save organized 
labor’s independence, its freedom 
to use its only weapon, the strike. 
With rare exception, all America 
denounced Lewis. 

A hostile Truman Senate War 
Investigating Committee subpenaed 
Lewis to appear after he had al- 
ready said he would do so vol- 
untarily. 

The Senators anticipated a Ro- 
man holiday. Lewis would be ma- 
chine gunned with questions until 
he would appear ridiculous to the 
point of absurdity. 

But Lewis slyly punctured their 
pompousness, exposed the fallacy 
of their arguments, answered 
questions to their discomfort, 
baited them, trapped them and 
left them without their hides. 

The committee denounced Lewis 
for his statement that the no- 
strike promise to the President 
was “not necessarily binding,” a 
phrase he had used repeatedly in 
his testimony. 

As the days and weeks went on, 
there were accusations and more 
accusations. The President, the 
Congress and the War Labor 
Board denounced Lewis for lead- 
ing a strike against the Govern- 
ment in time of war. Lewis, on 
the other hand, railed against the 
President and the coal operators 
and shouted that the War Labor 
Board was a useless organization. 

Every time the President or the 
WLB would issue an order to the 
miners they would respond by not 
working. The word spread that 
Roosevelt had been waitirig a long 
time to even scores with Lewis 
and that this time he would do 
it—he would reduce the great man 
of coal to ashes. 

There was evidence of this de- 
termination. When John Steel- 
man, Lewis’s old friend, and La- 
bor Secretary. Perkins showed 
signs of weakening in the dispute, 
Roosevelt yanked them out of the 
negotiations, 

The mine workers listened to 
only one man—Lewis. Roosevelt 
found that, although to the nation 
he was the commander in chief, 
to the miners, when it involved 
their union, Lewis was their com- 
mander in chief. 


The nation was churned with 
terrific tension. For the moment, 
Hitler, Hirohito and Mussolini 
were pushed off the front pages. 
The common enemy had now been 
defined by Roosevelt as John L. 
Lewis. 

As nearly half a million miners 
defied their Government, Roose- 
velt seized the coal mines and or- 
dered Ickes to take them over and 
operate them. Lewis was silent, 
but everywhere Americans shout- 
ed damnation at him. Theaters 
showing newsreel pictures of 
Lewis were deafened with hisses, 
boos and jeers. High school boys 
picketed Lewis’s home with signs 
of “Hitler’s Helper.” The press 
mirrored the rage of the people. 
Lewis was caricatured in cartoons 
as stabbing the American soldier 
in the back. He was publicly con- 
victed in the American mind as 
an arch-traitor. 

The public maelstrom embraced 
all creeds and political parties, 
from the Communists to the Old 
Guard Republicans, from Willkie- 
ites to Northern and Southern 
Democrats.

ROM the rank and file of or- 

ganized labor Lewis received 

thousands of cheering letters. 
From CIO officials came villifica- 
tion. From AFL leaders there 
was scared silence. To all except 
his beloved miners, Lewis was a 
leper. 

From overseas came the first 
reaction of the armed forces which 
ultimately was to build up Lewis 
in the serviceman’s mind as “the 
worst menace back home.” 

The Army newspaper, “Stars 
and Stripes,” ran the following 
editorial: 

“A soldier in the Middle East, 
who once was a successful artist, 
drew a cartoon for ‘Stars and 
Stripes.’ We didn’t print the car- 
toon, because soldiers are not sup- 
posed to get involved in matters 
that would be termed political: 
but we'll tell you what the car- 
toon portrayed. 

“John Lewis, in miner’s dress, 
was throwing dirt with a coal 
shovel upon the freshly marked 
grave of some kid in Africa. It’s 
a grim -bitter piece of work and 
God knows it expressed the atti- 
tude of the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the soldiers in this and 
any other theater. 

“We are telling you what that 
cartoon was about because we be- 
lieve that the activities of John 
Lewis have transcended the realm 
of politics and legitimate union- 
ism and have entered the realm 
of treason. 

“Nor is John L. Lewis a traitor 
to his government alone. He has 
betrayed by his excesses the cause 
of union labor with which he has 
so long been identified. He has 
betrayed the spirit of democracy 
which gives him the right to move 
against the welfare and will of 
America’s millions. 

“He has betrayed the belief of 
the American soldier that this 
would be a war in which the in- 
dividual’s gain and the individ-

ual’s interest would be sublimated 
to the common purpose. Speaking 
for the American soldier, John 
L. Lewis, damn your coal black 
soul!” 

The strike captured the world’s 
attention. From Berlin came re- 
ports that it was a “protest 
against war.” The Tokyo radio 
announced that the strike signi- 
fied “the date” when the inevi- 
table collapse of the American 
machine became apparent. 

The Battle of Coal transcended 
every other conflict on the globe. 
Lewis knew that a long strike was 
tabu. It would interfere with the 
war effort and this Lewis would 
not do. He could not, outside of 
his own patriotism, assume the 
personal guilt of the loss of Amer- 
ican lives. Only a complete mad- 
man would do that and in al] the 
castigation hurled at Lewis there 
had never been the slightest in- 
sinuation of. madness. 

Statements of coal shortages by 
the industry acted as incendiary 
torches to flaring public opinion. 

In many cases they were need- 
less acts deliberately designed to 
incite reaction against a _ coal 
strike. 

It should be noted here that on 
the occasion of each strike the 
Bureau of Mines reports showed 
that sufficient coal had been 
mined and was above ground to 
satisfy all the demands of indus- 
try for at least a month. Lewis 
kept an eagle eye on these re- 
ports because he would never per- 
mit the slightest interference with 
the war effort. For this reason 
he was unruffled by the mad hys- 
teria accusing him of sabotaging 
his own country.

dent. Lewis was aware that draft- 
ing of the strikers would end 
Roosevelt with organized labor. 


He knew, too, that even if 
Roosevelt did take such action 
more than a half-million “service 
miners” could still refuse to work 
and there would be nothing the 
President could do. Could he shoot 
or imprison a half-million men? 
This was a threat that could enter 
only when good judgment left and 
Lewis knew his war on nerves 
was winning. 

Lewis was also shattering his 
opposition. 

The coal operators, jolted by the 
jabbing strikes, were anxious to 
get their mines back from the 
Government, and joined Lewis in 
his attacks on the Administration. 

Lewis weaned away Ickes and 
drove a wedge between him and 
Roosevelt. Finally, the War Labor 
Board, beset on all sides, had to 
make concessions. It haggled and 
haggled, but in the end Lewis won 
a victorious agreement. Not all 
of his demands were granted but 
he won enough points to “stabil- 
ize the miner’s stomachs.”

| N Lewis’s lifetime he had never 


embarked upon and fought 

through a campaign as bitter as 
the eight-and-a-half- month war 
just. ended. 

Never before had the miners 
answered the union’s call to arms 
with such unswerving loyalty, dis- 
cipline and devotion to their union 
and John L. Lewis. Completely 
alone, they had withstood the an- 
nihilating impact of the attack on 
all fronts from the President, the 
Congress, the press and the people. 

Nowhere had a voice or hand 
been raised in their behalf. The 
entire organized labor movement 
—AFL and ClO—had sat out the 
strike in terror, fearful that the 
tidal wave of public wrath break- 
ing over John L. Lewis would en- 
gulf them all. 

With superb precision of timing 
and ingenious maneuvers, Lewis 
had divided his opposition and 
slashed through for the kill. He 
outwaited the Government, know- 
ing full well that time was on his 
side. He frayed the nerves of 
his enemies and made them blun- 
der. 

Not even in the most torrid 
periods of the CIO organizing 
drive had Lewis been subjected 
to such unanimous villification 
and attack.

As may be seen at a glance, 
South had no difficulty with his 
six-diamond contract. The on-side 
position of the spade ace—some- 
thing which North had every 
right to expect in view of West’s 
opening bid and rebid—meant that 
South could simply draw trumps 
and lead a spade toward the king. 
Thus, North-South collected 1570 
points. 

Discussing the deal, West said 
(sheepishly) that he had been on 
the verge of saving at seven clubs 
but had decided against it, be- 
cause “how could he be sure that 
the opponents could make their 
slam ?” 

It is this issue that arises so 
often and for which there cannot 
be a perfectly satisfactory solu- 
tion. How indeed, could West be 
sure that if he sacrificed at the 
seven-level he would not simply 
be giving the opponents points in- 
stead of coilecting points? (As 
West explained very privately to 
his partner, North was the sort 
of aggressive bidder who goes to 
a slam without fair assurance of 
success.) 

To repeat, there is no “guaran- 
teed” procedure for a player in 
West’s position, but there is such 
a thing as a broad policy which, 
in the long run, pays handsome 
dividends! That policy is to out- 
bid the opponents’ slam when two 
conditions exist: A, when no pen- 
alty double of the slam is logical: 
and B, when the sacrifice will ob- 
viously not run to many tricks. 
Naturally, the respective vulner- 
ability also plays a large part, but, 
simply as a matter of policy, it 
is better to pay insurance against 
the mere chance that the oppo- 
nents can make their slam.

True Repose 


By Fulton J. Sheen 
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BABY TONI SAYS: 


“Won't you come 
fo my Birthday 
Party tonight? 6 


EVER before have men pos- 
sessed so many time-saving 
devices. Never before have 
they had so little time for leis- 
ure or repose. Yet few of them 
are aware of this: advertising 
has created in modern minds the 
— notion that leisure and 
t-working are the same—that 
the more we are surrounded 
by bolts and wheels, switches 
and gadgets, the more time we 
have conquered for our own. 


But this division of our days 
into working and not-working 
is too simple; in practice, for 
most men, it leaves out the very 
possibility of rea] leisure. They 
waste precious hours away from 
work in aimless loafing, in nega- 
tive waiting-around for some- 
thing interesting to come along. 


True repose is not a mere 
intermission between the acts 
of the working-life. It is an in- 
tense activity, but of a different 
kind, Just as sleeping is not a 
cessation of life, but living of 
a different sort from wakeful- 
ness, so repose is an activity no 
less creative than that of our 
working hours. 


Repose—true leisure — cannot 
be enjoyed without some recog- 
nition of the spiritual world. For 
the first purpose of repose is 
the contemplation of the good 
... its goal is a true perspec- 
tive one, the small! incidents of 
everyday life in their relation 
to the larger goodness that sur- 
rounds us. Genesis tells us that 
after the creation of the world, 
“God saw all that he had made, 
and found it very good.” Such 
contemplation of his work is 

natural to man, whenever’ he, 
too, is engaged in a creative 
task. The painter stands back 
from his canvas, to see whether 
the details of the seascape are 
properly. placed, True repose is 
such a standing back to survey 
the activities that fill our days. 


We cannot get a real satisfac- 
tion out of our work unless we 
pause, frequently, to ask our- 
selves whv we are doing it, and 
whether its purpose is one our 
minds wholeheartedly approve. 
Perhaps one reason why s0 
many of our economic and polit- 
ical projects miscarry is because 
they are in the hands of men 
with eyes so tightly glued to 
what they are doing that they 
never stop to question whether 
it should be done at all. 


A job of any kind can be 
lifted up and given Divine pur- 
pose, if it is seen in the perspec- 
tive of Eternity. The sweeping 
of a floor, the driving of a gar- 
bage-truck, the checking of a 
list of box-car numbers — all 
these can be “made _ good” 
through a simple act of the will 
which directs them to the serv- 
ice of God. The simplest task 
can be given spiritua] signifi- 
cance and made divine. 


If we direct our work towards 
God, we shall work better than 
we know. The admission of this 
fact is another of the tasks for 
which we need repose. Once a 
week man, reposing from work, 
does well to come before his 
God to admit how much of what 
he did during the week was 
the work of his Creator; he can 
remind himself. then, that the 
material on which he labored 
came from Other hands, that 
the ideas he employed entered 
his mind from a Higher source, 
that the very energy which he 
employed was a gift of God. 


In such a mood of true repose, 
the scientist will see that he 
himself was not the author of 
his research volume on nature’s 
laws, but only its proof-reader. 
It was God who wrote the book. 
In such repose, the teacher will 
confess that every truth he 
passed on to his students was a 
ray from the sun of Divine Wis- 
dom. 


Repose allows us to contem- 
Place the little things we do in 
their relationship to the vast 
things which alone can give 
them worth and meaning. It 
reminds us that all actions get 
their worth from God: “worship” 
means admitting “worth.” To 
worship is to restore to our 
workaday life its true worth 
by setting it in its real relation- 
ship to God, who is its end and 
ours. 


Such worship is a form of re- 
pose—of an intensely active and
